Chelsea pottery at New Cumberland 
has been turning out over 10.000 doz­ 
en pieces of w’are weekly since 
that 
plant was placed in operation for the 
American Cereal company, .and as al­ 
most all the ware is decorated, deco­ 
rators are frequently compelled 
to 
work at night. 
The 
East Liverpool 
Potteries company is hlso working on 
this order. 
It must be remembered 
that only five-inch plates, fruits 
and

pany, and at the same time the pot­

have other orders that must

K err that it was the intention 
of the 
Wabash to run a line along 
the south side of the river from M in­ 
go Junction to Monaca and put an­ 
other line into Pittsburg. 
An evident intention of the P. &

Potteries company is hlso working on 
this order.

Man, Lost His life In 
the River. 


NARROW ESCAPE FOR OTHERS 


Whilo Standing On the Ice Near 
Babb’s 
Island, 
Four 
Broke Through. 


RESCUERS 
PROMPT 
TO 
AID 


But Arnold Went Down 
Before 
He 
Could Be Reached— His Body Soon 
Recovered— Samuel 
Calhoun 
Had 
a Narrow Escape. 


Unconscious of the danger that was 


lurking in his 
very 
presence, 
and. 


while m errily conversing with com­ 


panions who were by his side, Albert 


Arnold, of the East End, one of that 


suburb’s leading young men, lost his 


life in the Ohio river last evening as 


the result of a most deplorable and 


unlooked for occurrence. 


W hile standing off the ice near the 


middle of the stream on this side of 


Babb's island, a short distance west 
of the foot of Mulberry street, Arn­ 
old broke 
through and went to 
his 
death, while one 
of his companions, 
Samuel Calhoun, was rescued 
after a 
most desperate struggle. 
George Nelson and John Patterson, 
others 
who 
were 
with 
Arnold, 
escaped 
death 
after 
an 
ex­ 
citing experience. 
The accident was a very unusual 
one and happened at a time and place 
which surprised the 
many 
persons 
who were on the scene. 
Scores 
of 
boys and men were skating on the 
Ice almost from the very 
head 
of 
Babb’s island to the lower terminus, 
and it was thought 
by everyone that 
it was of sufficient strength and thick­ 
ness to hold them with the utmost 
safety. 
Arnold had been among tho number 
enjoying the pastime, though at the 
time he 
broke through the ice he 
was not skating, having just a short 
time previously taken off his skates. 
It is said by those 
who were with 
him that he was just about to start 
home when the deplorable mishap oc­ 
curred. 
After removing his skates from his 
shoos 
Arnold, who was then on the 
hank near the upper end of the island, 
walked out on the ice where a num­ 
ber of his chums were then skating, 
and while standing near the middle 
of tho stream, Calhoun, Nelson 
and 
Patterson came up to him and began a 
conversation. 
W hile the quartet was talking and 
joking with each other the ice gave 
way under them without a moment’s 
warning and all were submerged In 
the water before they had time 
to 
realize what had taken place. Patter­ 
son and Nelson succeeded iii clinging to 
the solid ice at 
the edge of the open­ 
ing which 
had been made and soon 
reached a place of safety with the 
assistance of Ed Searight, who ran to 
them. 
Arnold and Calhoun 
were 
not so 
fortunate. 
Both made frantic efforts 
to pull themselves up on the solid ice. 
but each time 
they gained a hold 
the weakened substance would break 
only to let 
them down again into tho 
freezing water. 
W illing 
and 
eajfer 
friends were on hand to aid the im­ 
periled ones, and ufter a dangerous 
effort Calhoun was draggi <1 to safety 
in an unconscious state. 
In 
the meantime Arnold had gone 
down from sight., having been carried 
under the solid ice by the current, 
though he made a desperate attempt 
to keep himself afloat until help could 
reach him. 
Each time the rescuing 
party tried to get near him the Ice 
broke through and many risked their 
lives iii their determination to save 
their doomed companion. 
Calhoun was carried to th6 office 
of Dr. Andrews, where Dr. Marshall 
was also called, and with 
extreme 
difficulty the two physicians revived 
the young man. 
W hile his friendsTln 
their excited efforts 
were 
dragging 
him from the death-dealing opening 
into which he had 
fallen 
he 
was 
dazed by being struck on the head 
by a plank and wrhile in the resulting 
comatose state inhaled w'ater into his 
lungs which came dangerously near 
to ending his life. 
He was delirious 
for several hours, and when he finally 
did regain consciousness could not tell

treated kindly, and they are frequently allowed time and opportu­ 
nity to earn money, so that it is possible for them to redeem them­ 
selves if they desire to do so. 
The casual observer finds it impos­ 
sible to distinguish them from members of the family to which they 
belong.

rile nM slave limiting expeditions have nearly 
ceased. 
The Moro (Jatos claim that they no longer 
occur at all, hut it is known that the Moros of Min­ 
danao still occasionally capture members of wild 
tribes in the interior of that island. 
The Filipinos formerly held 
us slaves have practically all been liberated by our troops, although 
it is possible that a few may still remain in bondage in the Lake Lanao 
region. Slaves who desire their freedom and who seek protection at 
any military garrison receive it. 
The large majority of slaves held today have sold themselves for 
debt or are the children of those who have so sold themselves, the 
obligations of parents being inherited by their offspring. 
A slave 
may secure his liberty by paying to his owner an amount equal to tho 
price paid for him, but should he sell himself for a certain sum and 
should his master afterward be able to sell him for a larger sum ho 
must repay this latter amount. 
In the majority of eases slaves are 
treated kindly, and they are frequently allowed time and opportu­ 
nity to cum money, so that it is possible for them to redeem them­ 
selves if they desire to do so. 
The casual observer finds it impos­ 
sible to distinguish them from members of the family to which they 
belong.

Charles ii. Parkhurst Sunday gave 
out a letter address*d to Mayor Low. 
which had been adopted by tao exec­ 
utive committee of the Society for 
the Prevention of Crime, of which Dr. 
Parkhurst is president. 
The opening 
paragraph reads: 
"While the Society for the Preven­ 
tion of Crime counts itself distinctly 
an ally of the pn soul municipal ad­ 
ministration. there are certain princi­ 
ples of action to which we nave uni­ 
formly adhered and which we deem 
it incumbent, upon ourselves to pur­ 
sue ami to urge. even at the risk of 
excepting to the policy ct these whom 
uc would like in all reaped? to sec­ 
ond and support." 
’ In nil our past activity aa a so­ 
ciety," says the letter, ‘we have pro­ 
ceeded upon the distinct understand 
ing that law exists for the purpose of 
being obeyed.’’ 
Tile letter goes on to say that tho 
first two weeks of the present regime 
have made it “entirely Indefinite as 
to what civic righteousness In this 
city is and what it is not, and to that 
extent have operated to put the re­ 
form administration in the same crim­ 
inal attitude toward law as was that 
occupied by the 
administrations of 
’92, ’94, ‘97, and 1901.” 
It. deplores 
th** fact that "while ('bartered by the 
state to labor for the prevention cf 
crime,” the society is not "quite cer­ 
tain any longer what is crime,” and 
says that "tho atmosphere is clouded 
by ambiguity emanating from admin 
Istrative incertitude,” and that "the 
situation is morally intolerable.” The 
letter further says that "there Is not 
very much to choose between a Tam­ 
many 
administration that has had 
principles and a reform administra­ 
tion thai has good principles, but is 
afraid to use them.” 
The letter, which is signed by Dr. 
Parkhurst. conclude* by demanding 
of Mayor Ta»w that “you brace your 
administration into accord with your 
oath,” urn! that he summon the re­ 
sources at his command to the work 
of “frankly and resolutely suppress­ 
ing open or clandestine violations of 
recognized statutes.” 
This action of the Society for the 
Prevention of! Crime is construed as a 
breach between the reformers and the 
reform administration.

of Kerr brothers’ lumber yard in tile 
East End, made a visit Saturday to 
Shippingport, Pa., where he has inter­ 
ests in land. 
ll was learned by Mr. Kerr that only 
the Pennsylvania railroad’s crew were 
working about Shippingport and they 
are running another line, 
50 
feet 
iii from their second survey. 
A member of one 
of the crews, 
according to Mr. Kerr—in fact the 
chief of the engineers on the line— 
told Mr. Kerr that it was the intention 
of the Wabash to run a line along 
the south side of the rifer from Min­ 
go Junction to Monaca and put an­ 
other line into Pittsburg. 
An evident intention of the P. & 
L. E. is to put a line down the south 
bank of the river, but there is a pecul­ 
iarity of the Pennsylvania in limning 
its various lines about Shippingport 
that is evidently a mathematical jug­ 
gle.

company, 
which are sent to all parts 
of

world. 
Never in the history of the local 
potteries have they been so long occu­ 
pied with one order. 
It is said the 
Chelsea potter) at New Cumberland 
has been turning out over 10.000 doz­ 
en pieces of ware weekly since that 
plant was placed in operation for the 
American Cereal company, and as al­ 
most all the ware is decorated, deco­ 
rators are frequently compelled 
to 
work at night. 
The East Liverpool 
i’otteries company is hlso working on 
this order. 
It must be remembered 
that only five-inch plates, fruits and 
teas are being made for this com­ 
pany, and at the same time the pot­ 
teries have other orders that must 
be filled. * 
The report has been circulated that 
all the ware made by the Union com­ 
pany is sold to this company, and that 
as soon as the new pottery at Barber­ 
ton is finished it wilt work on tilt* same 
goods. 
The goods are used as perm I urns 
by the cereal company, and when the 
ware is ready for shipment from tills 
city it is sent to the several packing 
houses of the company, 
where 
so 
much ware is sent out with each case 
of cereals. 
For many months 
noth­ 
ing but “oat meals” were bought, but 
this plan has been changed and other 
ware is being used.

Jan. 20.—The supple­ 
mental report of the Ishtmian canal 
commission on the proposition of the 
Panama Canal company to dispose of 
its ‘property to the United States for 
MO,OOO,OOO, was delivered to President 
Roosevelt Saturday evening. 
The members of the commission re­ 
cused to discuss the nature of the re­ 
port end like reticence was maintain­ 
ed at the White House, but it was 
stated on excellent authority that the 
report unanimously recommends that 
the offer of the Panama company be 
acc opted. 
The report, it is stated, i3 very vol­

And Their Slaves

slave hunting expeditions have nearly 
Tilt Moro dates claim that they no longer 
occur at all, but it is known that the Moros of Min­ 
danao still occasionally capture members of wild 
tribes in the interior of that island. 
Hie filipinos formerly held 
as slaves have practically all been liberated bv our troops, although 
it is possible that a few may still remain in bondage in the Lake Lanao 
region. 
Slaves who desire their freedom and who seek protection at 
ariv military garrison receive it. 
The large majority of slaves held today have sold themselves tor 
debt or are the children of those who have so sold themselves, the 
obligations of parents being inherited by their offspring. 
A slave 
mav secure his liberty by paying to his owner an amount equal to tho 
price paid for him, but should he sell himself tor a certain sum and 
should his master afterward be able to sell him for a larger sum ho 
must repay this latter amount. 
In the majority of cases slaves are 
treated kindly, and they are frequently allowed time ami opportu­ 
nity to earn money, so that it is possible for them to redeem them­ 
selves if they desire to do so. 
t he casual observer finds it impos­ 
sible to distinguish them from members of the family to which they 
belong.
